Bedford the last time you asked me to 
drcp yt u a line occasionally and let 
you know something about this part 
of the c:uitry. This bsing the first 
opportunity that I have had I will try 
and give you & description of 
the 


county aad city in which I am la- 
c&ted. 


Pul&ski county ia genorally spoken 


of and regarded as the central county 
of the state, being, by rail, equidistant 
from the Missouri and Tesa^ state 
lire*., 150 miles; 135 miles from 
the 


Mississippi river on. the east and 150 
miles to bhe lino of the Indian terri- 
tory on the west. It has a population 
of about 03,179, two-thirds of which 
reside 
in 
Little 
Rock, 
including1 


Arjjante, the city north of the Ar- 
kansBs river. This river crosses the 
county diagonally from west to east, 
ia navigable for good-siz^d steamboats 
end the uniform width is about one- 
quarter of a mile. 


Tho county in area is 781 square 


miles, and it is three-fourths hilly, 
the 
balance 
alluvia1; there is no 


pvairie land in tie county. The tim- 
ber area, eonsiatirg of pine, osk and 
cypreer, :s large and valuable. 


While cotton and corn are the princi- 


pal crops, attention is now given to 
wheat growing and the yearly crop 
shows a steady and lurge increase, 
lining consumed by mills in this city. 
Potatoes do well and truck farming- is 
profitable. 
Wheat, cats, barley, mil- 


let, clover, timothy, orchard grass, 
etc., do well. The cotton raised in the 
Arkansas valley ia this county is very 
fine, long staple, ranking second only 
to S;a Island, and has taken the first 
premrarn wherever shown. 


Ia addition to its great navigable 


river, Pulaaki county is gridlroned 
with railroads, the main line of the

To THE GAZETTE.— The trip around 


Manhattan island by yacht is one 
which will never be forgotten by the 
tourist who takes it. It means a trip 
of forty miles around th^e water front 
of what is rapidly becoming the grea', 
est city in the world. • Our Btart was 
made at the pier of West 32 ad street 
on the Hudson or North river, heading 
southward toward the bay. The piers 
of tha 
various steamship lines are 


objects of most absorbing interest, 
jutting out from both banks of the 
Hudson, with the great ocean liners 
lying alongside. The largest of these 
were not in port on the day of our 
trip but we did see the Lucjuia, Priet!- 
rich dor Grosse and several others. To 
aland-lubber the shipping if the har- 
bor, especially in East river, is a mar- 
velous sight, steamships, big boats, 
barges, ferry boats, yachts, cruisers 
and all sorts of craft, going so many 
different directions makes an animated 
scene, which needs to be seen to be 
appreciated. 


From the river we got our best view 


of the sky scrapers of southern Man- 
hattan. 
They cannot be appreciated 


when you are too near thorn. The 
tallest measures 39 stories and is the 
tallest inhabited building in the world. 
As we entered New York bay proper 
we had splendid views of Bedloe's 
island with the statue of Liberty, Ellis 
island with the immigration station, 
the hills of Staten island to the south 
and east of this the channel to the sea 
called the narrows. Our yacht how- 
ever swung around to the northeast 
and took us undur Brooklyn bridge 
with its stream of traffic seemingly end- 
less, although much relieved by the 
new 
Williamsburg bridge 
farther 


north, and to be still further relieved 
by two bridges now building. The 
place where the Pennsylvania railroad 
is tunneling under East river was 
pointed out to ue, but of course no rip- 
ple on the surface indicated what is 
going on down below. The recreation 
piers along the river front of Manhat- 
tan were interesting as showing what 
the city ia doing for its mass of pover- 
ty-stricken inhabitants. 
These piers 


are devoted wholly to the amusement 
and health of the crowded papulation 
of the East Side. 


We passed the navy yard on the 


Brooklyn side where several of our 
great fighting ships were lying, one of 
which is the new Connecticut which is 
to be the pride of the navy. The 
Eoosevelt,Peary's new Arctic exploring 
ship, was also lying at a pier on the 
Brooklyn side, taking on stores. She 


a p»culiar 
looking 
craft. 
Our 


course further north lay between 
Blackwell's island and the Manhattan 
side. Blackwell's population consists 
of several thousand persons, guests of 
the city, whose time of departure is 
fixed by the city's criminal courts. 
Hell-gate, the channel leading out to 
Long Island sound, is a seething mass 
of waters, caused by the meeting of 
the currents of East river and Long 
Island sound. It is a troacliarous spot. 


Tlie aeit Btngu of our trip was north 


through the Harlem river with its 
dozen or more bridges of great inter- 
est. 
The New York Yacht club has its 


headquarters along this stream and we 
saw many fine yachts, some of them 
famous for speed. 


We parsed the site of old Ft. George 


which ii now turned into an amuse- 
ment resort of not very savory reputa- 
tion. From the Ha-lem we passed 
north of Manhattan to the Hudson 
through Spuyten Dayvii creek, or 
rather, through a new channel blasted 
through the rock by the government 
some years ago, for the purpose of 
transferring war ships in case of war's 
necessities. The seeae as we entered 
the Hudson was extremely h'ae. The 
stream is here nfarly a mile wide, bor- 
dered on the Jersey side by the Pal- 
isades, forming a quieter but more 
beautiful scene than any we had yet 
witnessed. 


The last stage of our jjurney was 


the run down the Hudson to our starl- 
ing plane in the teeth of the incoming 
tide and a spanking breeze. From the 
bow of the yacht it was a delightful 
experience. The Riverside park to our 
left, with Grant's tomb and the famous 
Riverside drive, and the Palisades to 
our right—30 we journeyed, till again 
we swung into the 23nd Street pier.

I'hin Viilmsil Is tli<> Slmiewt MovinB

ing uiiiiu.ial in existence is the slow 
lioccil ions, an animal mora or less 
closely allied to tlic monkeys. Its tech- 
uic al name i.< "uyclicihiis tardigradus," 
tlic- last part of which might be trans- 
lated "Ki/.y t'uuicd." Oue ot them when 
timed took exactly thirty-two minutes 
and three seconds in moving across a 
ppace of f.mi1 feet toward a roach that 
it wa» endeavoring to capture.

animal belonged to an Asiatic genus 
that extends from Java and Sumatra 
imd I'.nnieo and quite possibly some of 
tin.1 rhilipi'ino Islands, through parts of 
Hindustan. 
When its progress was 


timed it advanced "within ten or 
twelve Inches of its quarry, rested up- 
on its hands, drew its hind feet grad- 
ually forward nnill almost under its 
breast, \ery slowly and cautiously 
raided i:=df upright into a standing 
position, balancing awkwardly with 
uplifted arms, and then threw itself 
bodily—not upon the insect, which was 
off like an arrow from a Tartar's bow, 
but upon the spot tlic roach had occu- 
pied half a second before."
